THE WRECK: OF THE FUYEW. 

The N.-C. 2. News of the 20th March 
saya Wo mentionod last, Monday that’ a 
telegram had been ‘recotved here, from 
Amy to the effoct that the O,M.S.N. Co.'s 
ateamor Fuyew had gone dshoro on the 
Peseadores, and that the second officer had 
arrived at Amoy for agsiatance,' News was 
rocuived Inst night that the JMeyew went 
ashore on Sunday,, the 16th instant, at 
about three o'clock in the afternoon during 
a fog, Tho vessel was going slow at tho 
timo nnd is now piled up on Wisher Istand, 
which is one of the group of the Pescadores, 
and due east of Ponghou, the principal is- 
fand. There ‘is a tighthouso atthe santh 
gud: of Fisher Island, The island is six 
iniles Jong and is, thickly inhabited, there 
being an extensive town called Tachi at 
the south end. Tho Juyece is ashore ab the 
north cast end,.which is;steep; and at the 
apot wh@ro she is, the bank 1% about forty 
feet high, The vessel i480 cluse to it, that 
the 1,800 soldiers who were on board wero 
able to walk on shore on planks laid over 
the bow. They have since been taken to 
Thi-wan Fa in two punhoats which were 
sont from Amoy far -that purpose, Ono of |

ADEN AND ITS DEFENCES. 
Cita Ten oaltiae Cryvaaaudout af Phsitin Newest 
Regarded as a harbour, Aden is ane pf 
tho finest sites in the work), - As a hone 
for man ibis amoung the aust desolate. Tt 
yields neither frait’ nor vegetables, ner 
urows Howers, and scarcely any prasy or 
wreen’ thing. Its hills yield no fresh 
strcains, nor is water to be had by diggin 
wells, Condensed water. is the solo re: 
sonrey of the colonists, and beef alternat- 
ing with mution their daily fare, except 
when friendly> ships tiring rare presents of 
fuwl or game. Tho harbour and the Kuro. 
wan selllement are built on a narrow strip 
of sandy, gravelly Jand, lying at the feat of 
hard. bare brown rocks. Somebody must, 
from tine to time, aojourn here, for there 
avo two hotels whose ligh-sounding nauies 
eontrast with the desolation of the scene, 
Nothing Joas than tho ‘' Hotol de l'Uni- 
vers,” unigss it be the Hotel du Europe,” 
will do for Aden. It is a pathetic fanoy 
this, AM Burope, nay all the universe, 
Tuuarying ont to maku a stay at Aden, and 
here aro tho hotels with: greon verandaks | 
awaiting their reception, with o waiter 
standing in either doorway ready to take 
the universal orders, but in the meanwhile 
yawning and Jnzily dapping at flies with » 
dirty napkin. Aden.itself, the native town 
J peupled by Arabs, Africans, and a miscclla- 
neoud horde of natiunulities, inuch ont of 
the olbows, lies four iniles inland. We 
drove thither, passing out of the neighbour- 
hood of the two hotels by stores of eoal{ 
which tell of the enormous business done 
at this half-way house to India, ‘To-day 
there is stored in Aden 70,000 tons of 
chiofly imported from Curdift, The 
just now rurisas high as ds. a ton, which 
is moderately cheap. During the .Atiyssi- 
nian war the prive of coala at Aden wus ru 
up to £8 a ton, Government must havo 
coal for their transportsand men-of-war, and 
patriotic stockholders held on -till they got 
their price. Just now a hundred steamers 
amonth call at Aden, chiefly to cual, from 
whieh it will appear that somebody turns 
over a pretty penny in compensation for 
the absence of all other. joys of lifo,. But 
j thera is a cloud rising over Aden which 
may work its ruins. At present it is'no 
bigger than a little island in the Red Sea 
called Perim. Perim also belongs to Eng- 
land, and has beon, leased to a private com- 
pany, who hope that it will some day aup- 
plant Aden as a couling station, Jt has 
many natural advantages, including a fino 
harbour, and offers the inducoment of in- 
creased cheapness of curl. At Aden'a big 
steamer cannot let (gu ita anchor and haul 
it ap again under a fine of 20!, There are 
no port charges at Perim, which is more- 
over directly on the route, and a day's 
sleaning nearer to Cardiff. It is, however, 
aé anaval station, an outpost of the British 
Empire, that Aden is chietly prized, and as 
such it will always hold its own. At pre- 
sunt the fort is not- vory heavily armied, its 
biggest guns being 9-inch muzzle-loaders of 
12 tona, practically obsolete in these days 
of ironclads, The guns ure mounted on 
the oper barbette syateni, protty to louk at, 
but dangerous to serve, This -is to bo al- 
tered at something like an expenditure of 
100,000/. New gnns of 26 -tons aro to be 
placod in armoured cupolas, and all points 
within the harbour at which a landing might 
bs effected by an enemy, will be protactad 
by light guns, At Aden, as at Hongkong, 
a place practically Gefunceloss agalnat Arst- 
clas ironclads, trust has hitherto been 
laced in'the watchfulness of the flue. It 
ig intended to place Aden im a position in 
which, like Gibraltar, it can atewer for 
itself. This isa work quietly undertaken by 
a Governinent understood 1n sonle quarters 
to be. carelesa, of national defences, and 
purticularly reckless of the aafety uf our 
empire iu the Bast. I heur at Aden of

Intheso January days it is dange- 
rous to appear out of dours without a sun 
helmet or a ¢erai, which is simply composed 
of two felt hats, one fitting close upon the 
top of the other, ‘The streets are narrow 
and dirty, swarming with black-oyed child- 
ron, chiefly naked, who run after the car- 
riage and: lisp for backshoesh, Thero is 
also a chvice collection of deformity, the 
fortunate possessors of which close round 
the visitor and mako it almost impossible to 
proceed a few yards on fovut. Another 
nuisance are the monoy-chanyers, who 
cannot be cunvinced that the chief object 
of one landing in Aden is not either to get 
rupees changed into’ English money or 
English money converted into rupees. 
One of these men spent the whole murning 
with us, holding out a handful of silver, 
It was a little monotonous, but ave got used 
to it in time, and he seemed to be enjoying 
himself, Thu one thing Aden has tu show 
to the tourist are ita. famous tanks, These 
are acooped out of hills standing a little 
abeve.the town, They are natural excava- 
tions, natura having been but stightly as- 
aisted by art.
